since March 25, 1907, convicted of a 
statutory 
charge.

shall's action was based on a petition 
signed by the judge and eleven jurors 
who served in the Fulton .county crim- 
inal court at the time of Hill's con- 
viction. 


It is said that Hill was convicted 


on purely 
circumstantial evidence, 


and that a short time after his convic- 
tion facts arose that induced the 
judge and jurors to petition for a pa- 
role.' The board of pardons gave its 
consent to the parole, but was over- 
ruled by Governor Hanly. The youth 
had not served the minimum of his 
sentence at the time,'and the gover- 
nor thought it inadvisable to parole 
him on that account. 


Friends of Hill took tip the case 


with Governor Marshall, and were 
granted their request after he had 
gone over the testimony. The warden 
of the reformatory said Hill had been 
a model prisoner. The principal fac- 
tors in obtaining the parole were 
Hill's vouth and the doubt of his guilt. 
His sentence had. been from two to 
twenty-one years.

Broiled Eeefsteak 


' 
-Lean beef, carefully broiled, yields a great amount of nourish- 


ment. As the convalescent progresses toward recovery h-> Is usual- 
ly allowed steak broiled in the ordinary way, but when tho diges- 
tion is seriously impaired and the least expenditure of vital force is 
a desideratum there is nothing so easy of assimilation as the steak 
meat balls. Select a thick piece of round or sirloin, and with a dull 
knife scrape with the grain of the meat, leaving all the stringy white 
fiber behind. Roll the pulp into balls about the size of a marble. 
Have the frying pan smoking hot. sprinkle a little salt in it and 
shake until brown. Then lay !n three or four balls, and with a spoon 
Tceep them rapidly rolling and turning for just a minute or two. 


The salt gives them an appetizing flavor, while they •will be rare 


inside and delicately brown outside. Prepared in this way they can 
be digested by the weakest stomach. In some cases a patient has to 
be restricted to th!s diet alone and the drinking of hot water an hour 
before meals, -with the result that great improvement, follows speed- 
ily.

If lie is looking at a pitcher who is 


wild, it is his business to form an opin-

whether the •wildncss may be cured by 
good coaching, or whether it is some- 
thing which is likely to bane on so long 
as the man plays ball, because of excita- 
ble nerves. 


He has got to form a hasty estimate

Wireless Method of Guiding 


Dirigibles Made by 
/ 


' 
New Yorker. 


New York, Jan. 28.—Demonstration 


of one of the greatest achievements 
thus far reported in-'aerial locomoaon 
was given yesterday when 'Mark 0. 
Anthony, a New York- electrical en- 
gineer, sent a small dirigible balloon 
scudding through the air by means of 
transmitted power, making it perform 
all sorts of evolutions and having the 
air craft at all times under 
perfect 


control. 


By actual performance he demon- 


strated for the first time that the long 
sought for secret of propelling airships 
by wireless electricity has been dis- 
covered. 


Sitting at a small electrical 
key- 


board, such as is used in sending wire- 
less messages, the inventor ticked off 
various combinations 
of 
dots 
and 


dashes, each combination causing the 
balloon to perform 
some particular 


movement. 


Responds to Every Order. 


Sometimes the operator placed his 


instrument directly under the balloon' 
and again would remove it 200 feet 
away. Distance had no effect on the 
control, and 
the response 
of 
the 


mechanism, which was operated 
by I 


propellers, was prompt and effective, j 


"With 
this . small apparatus," he! 


said, "I could control the balloon at a 
distance of twelve or fifteen 
miles, 


and with a more powerful apparatus 
the control could be extended to al- 
most any distance." 


The exhibition was given in Leo 


Stevens' balloon-house in Hoboken, a 
structure 600 or 700 feet in 


and with sufficient head room 'to allow 
n. satisfactory testfc of the "wireless 
dirigible." 


Tho model consists of an ordinary 


cigar-shaped gas bag twenty-two feet 
In length and inflated with hydrogen 
gas. Beneath that Is suspended the 
common type of framework used in all 
dirigibles except that all ot the me- 
chanism is operated by wireless elec- 
tricity instead of by a gasoline motor 
controlled by an operator sitting be- 
side it. 


Up or Down at Will. 


In the ordinary dirigible balloon the 


two mechanical devices which control 
it are a propeller which sends it for- 
ward .'atfd'a-rudder which governs its 
course., .In Mr. Anthony's invention 
other devices are added. Besides the 
propeller, and the rudder he has a sec- 
ond propeller directly 
beneath 
the 


center of the frame, which operates 
vertically and lifts or lowers the air- 
ship at the will of the operator.. He 
also has added a mechanical device, 
which, at the call of a few dots and 
dashes, releases a clutch which drops 
a small weight, representing a charge 
of dynamite to be used in warfare. 


During a two hours' trial yesterday 


the inventor sat at his keyboard in 
one end of the building and caused the 


I

balloon to move hither and thither and 
up and down, as the spectators dic- 
tated. 


Mr. Anthony, in explaining his" in- 


vention, said: 
"The dots and dashes 


have an effect 
on 
the mechanism 


through the medium of a selector, and 
the selector controls the movements 
of the mechanism at the will of the 
operator. 


Compressed Air as Power. 


"This selector operates the electric- 


ally controlled valves of the 
com- 


pressed air engines, which give the de- 
sir,;? - motion, - forward or backward, 
or cutting off the supply of energy, as 
the operator desires. 


"The engine is so constructed that 


the amount of air 
consumed .'"after 


passing through the reducing valve'is 
small compared with any "motor now 
on the market. By using compressed 
air motors I do away with gas 
or 


other motors now in common use, and 
get rid of the danger from heat and 
spark. 
In the model small batteries 


are used to operate.the electric mo- 
tor', whereas in the larger machine 
compressed air tanks will be used in- 
place of catteries for motive . power. 
The secret of the apparatus is in the' 
sending and- receiving of .the Hertzian 
wave."

Emperor William Keeps 


Fiftieth Anniversary 


of Birth. 


Berlin Jan. 28.—The fiftieth anni- 
•ersary of the birth of Emperor Wil- 
iam was celebrated yesterday in an 
unusual manner. All crowned heads 
if the German states, excepting the 
aged Luitpold, regent 
of 
Bavaria, 


:ame to Berlin to present their con- 
;ratulations. 
The city is decorated 


with flags and preparations have been 
made for 'an illumination this evening 
in an uncommon scale. 


According to the old Prussian tradi- 


tion the day .was ushered in at 6 
o'clock by the intoning of a chorus 


from the tower of the castle by a corps | 
of trumpeters. At S o'clock tlm castli- \ 
guards, headed by a military 
baud, 


marched the length of Unter den Liu- 
den to the Brandenburg gate and back. 
The streets were lined by crowds o; 
people'and a large assemblage cheered 
the emperor when he appeai'ed at one 
of the castle windows. 


Attends Religious Services. 


The emperor first received the con- 


gratulations of the members of his 
family and his entourage and then 
those of the visiting princes, including 
the crown prince of Denmark. After 
religious services in the chapel the 
emperor and the empress took -up a 
position in the white room of the cas- 
tle before the throne, where they re- 
ceived the 
congratulations of 
the 


members of the diplomatic corps, in- 
cluding Dr. Hill, the American am- 
bassador, Chancellor Von Buelow and 
the other ministers. 


The conferring of a number of deco- 


rations and elevations to the nobility 
have been announced. 
. All the newspapers of Berlin today 
devote leading articles to the anni- 
versary of the birth of the emperor, 
and publish retrospects of his reign. 
All the comment is more or less tinged 
with the recent "crisis," growing out 
of the publication by the London Daily 
Telegraph last fall of an interview 
with 'his majesty on foreign affairs. 
The tendency with the more liberal 
newspapers is to let bygones be by- 
gones and to hope for a better future. 
It is noted also that the emperor is 
observing the spirit 
of assurances 


given Chancellor Von Buelow on No- 
vember 17, and is restricting his per- 
sonal role in the affairs of the nation. 


"Wlllemstaclt, Curacao. Jan. 28.— 


President Gomez on the 22nd o£ Jan- 
uary issued a decree declaring void 
the existing monopoly for the manu- 
facture of cigarettes in Venezuela and 
permitting everyone to import tobacco 
and manufacture it.
